Charles V. Eckert, who 


the city for more than 15 years, 
and who now conducts one at 
4836 Delmar boulevard, was sen- 
tenced today to five years in Fed- 
eral prison and fined $2000 for 
selling habit-forming drugs in 
comparatively large quantities. 

Sentence was pronounced by 
Federal Judge Faris after Eckert 
had spent the night in jail. Pre- 
vious to his conviction by a jury in 
Federal Court yesterday he had 
been under bond, the offenses _ for 
which he was convicted having oc- 
curred three years ago. He was 
found guilty on all five counts on 
which he was tried, after 15 min- 
uates’ deliberation by the jurors. 

One count charged sale without 
prescription of 200 morphine 
tablets to a Federal informer at a 
store at Vandeventer avenue and 
Page boulevard, formerly con- 
ducted by Eckert, Sept. 13, 1920, 
when the druggist was arrested. 

Other Charges. 

The other counts charged filling 
prescriptions for narcotics in bad 
faith and not in the course of pro- 
tessional practice. It was charged 
that he filled 5000 such prescrip- 
‘ons issued by Dr. 
Manning during the first six 
months of 1920, thereby violating 
the law. These counts constitut- 
ed a new theory of prosecution 
ander the Harrison act; it was con- 
tended that the druggist should 
have known these prescriptions 
had been issued tw addicts illegal- 
ly. 

Dr. Manning in that same six- 
month period wrote 12,000 nar- 
cotic prescriptions for $2 each, for 
which he was c ogvicted of violat- 
ing the Harrison“act and received 
a 15-year penitentiary sentence, 
but he is to have a new trial. 


Government’s Evidence. 
The Government’s evidence, in 


orief, had shown: The sale with- 
out prescription of the 200 mor- 
phine tablets to the man sent by 
the agents; the issuance by Dr. 
Manning of hundreds of dope pre- 
scriptions to addicts, and the fill- 
ing of some of these pny Eckert; the 
gross disparity between volume of 
narcotics sold at Eckert’s and at 
other St. Louis drug stores, and 
the great difference in amount of 
narcotics ordered on prescriptions 
seized at Eckert’s and the amount 
physicians said was ordinary for 
vroper treatments.

Donald W. Ross, for thé aici 
time in 17 days, has been convicted 
of looting the wreckage of the 
Night and Day Bank, of which he 
was State liquidation officer. 

The sealed verdict of a jury 
reached following his trial in Cir- 
cuit Judge Calhoun’s court yester- 
day was opened this morning—it 
fixed his punishment at five years 
in the penitentiary. He now faces 
10 years’ imprisonment and three 


more trials on charges of grand 
larceny and embezzlement from 
Night and Day Bank funds. 

Ross eahibited his usual -:ompla- 
cence when the verdict was read. 
for ue had remarked to a ost- 
Dispatch reporter just before the 
jury came in: “I guess ‘‘ey’ll give 
me five years.”” Hi. counsel will file 
the usual motions for new trial 
and appeal and the State 7!" go 
right ahead with prosecution of 
the other charges. 

New Bond Required. 

Folloming reading of the verdict, 
Ross ‘as taken into technical cus- 
tody, awaiting a new bond. He is 
under $20,000 bond in the four 
cases avaiting trial or appeal. 

Ross’ second. trial was brief, 
testimony requiring -about three 
hours. Before the case was called 
couns.: and Judge conferred in 
chambers on a compromise offer, 
which was rejected. Defense 
counsel offered a plea of guilty in 
this case, and dropping of the plan 
for appeal of the five-year sen- 
tence in the previous case; in re- 
turn the State was asked to grant 
the minimum punishment of two 
years’ imprisonment in the present 
case and to dismiss the three 
pending charges.

The specific charge was grand 
larceny and embezzlement of 
$3342.47, the amount of a check 
sent to Ross for funds due the 
bank Hquidation account, which 
was shown to have been deposited 
by Ross to his personal aredit. 

Ross is the second man convicted 
in the Night and Day Bank looting. 
Arthur O. Meininger, the former 
cashier, who got $400,000 or more 
by the peculations that wrecked the 
institution, was convicted of em- 
bezzlement May 81 and sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment, from 
which he has appealed, while 
numerous other charges are pend- 
ing against him.

Enamel sinks are comparatively 
inexpensive and durable if they are 
carefully and not 
Porcelain, although more

chipped. 
expensive, is more durable. 

Drain boards to match the sink, 
or of some suitable wood like edge- 
grained cypress, hard maple, birch 
or beech, may be attached to the 
sink with a wall bracket. Cypress 
is leas apt to warp or rot than the 
other three woods. 

If only one drain board is used 
it should be placed on the left side 

f the sink for the 
person This is more convenient 
for washing dishes, since it avoids 
dropping of dish cloth or changing 
dishes from one hand to the other 
before placing them to drain. 

The height of the sink will have 
much to do with the comfort of 
the worker. It should be set so 
that she does not have to bend her 
back or shoulders. Twenty-nine 
and one-half inches is considered a 
suitable height for a woman 5 feet 
tall. The sink should be raised 
one-half inch for every additional 
inch in the height of the worker. 

Place the sink near a window 
if possible. Dark corners are not 
dreary places to work, but 
ract water bugs.

is also wise to keep the plumbing 
off the floor: a wall drain is better
